“The sky was filled with 
flak, I could actually hear that 
popping, something that rarely 
happens."

1943 


WAS A CHALLENGE 


When 1943 began we knew there were great difficulties 
ahead. The volume of passenger traffic was rising steadily. 
Throughout the summer months, when normally "El” traffic is 
lightest, the number of riders continued high. The already 
heavy load of rush-hour traffic between 5 and 6 p.m. was in- 
creasing almost to capacity. The over all riding was heavy too. 
In fact, for the whole year, a new record for the number of 
passengers carried was established. The total cost of the service 
was bound to increase because of the greatly increased service 
being furnished and because of increases in taxes and in wages 
and in the cost of materials and supplies. The problem of main- 
taining track and eo^upment in the face of serious shortages of 
materials promised to become acute. We knew we would lose 
hundreds of employees to the Armed Forces, a loss which 
would require intensive recruiting. 


THIS IS WHAT WE DID 

To meet these contingencies we needed help. And you, tho 
public whom we serve, gave it. We asked you to avoid rush 
hours by riding, whenever possible, between 10 a.m. and 4 p.m.; 
to move up in the car or bus and not crowd around doorways; 
to wait for a less-crowded car or bus; and to have the exact fare 
ready when you could — all to help speed up transportation and 
allow us to take care of the heavily increased traffic. 

Our repair and maintenance forces performed miracles in 
keeping our equipment up to the El’s high standard of safety, 
the men and women there knowing full well that a breakdown 
or even a reduction in transportation service would have harm- 
ful reactions on the war effort. Our operating force handled 
the increased traffic with exceptional skill under trying condi- 
tions. In advertisements and posters we offered jobs to both men 
and women and the response was excellent.

The boy was rejected physical- 
ly unfit the next day. He tried 
every branch of the service dur- 
ing the weeks that followed with- 
out success. Dispirited, a 4-F 
classification forced him to seek 
a job in a defense plant. His 
wages amount to about forty dol- 
lars per week. He estimates that 
after deductions for income and 
victory taxes, plus lunches and 
transportation expenses, he has 
about twenty dollars for himself. 
He saves what’s left after board 
and living expenses have been 
met and journeys out of town in 
a never ceasing effort to join 
some branch of the service. Last 
week, in desperution, he went to 
Canada and tried his luck there, 
but the Canadian armed forces 
couldn't use him either.

Stamped Citrus 

According to citrus specialists of 
the department of agriculture, It’s 
usually the Florida and Texas or- 
anges that bear the stamp required 
by law when color is added. Wide 
variations In day and night temper- 
ature and the presence of iron in 
the soil of California make the color 
of the skin much deeper, and there- 
fore no help is needed to make the 
^western orange really "orange col- 
ored." The Florida orange, how- 
ever, often reaches maturity while 
the skin Is still green, and to get 
the traditional bright color, a spe- 
cial beauty treatment Is required, so 
to speak. 

The Mayflower in War 

The Mayflower, veteran of the 
Spanish-American war and promi- 
nent in the news from time to time 
during the administration of several 
Presidents who used her for brief 
excursions, is going to war again, 
having been refitted as a coast guard 
cutter. She was built in 1896 and 
almost destroyed by Are in 1931, but 
Is again going strong. More power 
to her! 


Potato Tuberworm 
Larva of the potato tuberworm 
when full-grown ranges from three- 
eighths to one-half inch In length 
and may be pink, green, white, 
pale yellow or light brown, with a 
brown head. The kind of food enten 
by the worm apparently affects its 
color. The adult is a very small, 
narrow winged moth, three-eighths 
to one-half Inch long and with a wing 
expanse of about one-half inch. It 
has a silver-colored body and minute 
black spots on the grayish-brown 
wings. 


Have Less Vitamin C 
Tomatoes contain about half as 
much vitamin C as do citrus fruits, 
while conned pineapple -contains 
only one-third as much. Different 
varieties of the same kind of fruits 
often vary greatly in vitamin or as- 
corbic acid value, but in general 
the more tart, juicier varieties con- 
tain two to five to six times as 
much as the milder flavored ones. 
Most fruits increase in vitamin C 
as they ripen. 


Minerals From Soil 

Vegetables get minerals from the 
soil. If the soil is deficient then the 
vegetables will be low in minerals. 
An inadequate mineral supply in the 
soil has also been shown to cause a 
decreased vitamin content of vege- 
tables. Mineral deficiency may also 
delay maturity, and even be respon- 
sible for the loss of a crop due to an 
early killing frost. 

Tropical Crops 

Bananas, fine coffees, and cane 
sugar are the greatest export crops 
grown in the fertile alluvial soils in 
Central America. But a wide vari- 
ety of other crops grow plentifully— 
com, beans, melons, avocados, pine- 
apples, chocolate and cocoa, Hon- 
duras mahogany (the world’s finest), 
abaca (the strategically important 
rope fiber), rotenone Insecticide, 
quinine, chicle, rubber, teakwood, 
cork, cedar, palm oil and other plant 
oils, spices, tannin and many others. 


Grape Pruning 

Probably nothing is more confus- 
ing to the amateur than the subject 
of grape pruning. In its briefest 
terms, the principle of grape prun- 
ing is to leave a comparatively few 
long canes of the past summer’s 
growth which arise from two-year- 
old wood: generally two to five 
canes of such length that they will 
carry four to ten or twelve buds 
each.

KIWANIS CLUB 

A budget report for 1944 was 
one of the features of the K wa- 
nts business meeting held last 
Tuesday at the Y. M. C. A. Mr. 
Noel outlined the budget suggest- 
ed by the executive committee at 
Monday night’s meeting. 

A letter received from Paul 
Shannon was read by President 
George. Jimmy Riggs was pre- 
sented with his hundred per cent 
attendance pin by Archie Bellin- 
ger. Two or three new members 
will he inducted next week. The 
speaker next Tuesday will be Mr. 
Thomas McGowan, Scout Execu- 
tive of the Norumbcga Council. 
He will talk about scouting activ- 
ities which are in the limelight 
because of Boy Scout Week. 

Wallby Finley introduced Mr. 
Alex A. Robertson, head of the 
sanitation program of the city of 
Newton. This department has 
charge of the testing and certify- 
ing of all the milk coming into the 
city. Mr. Robertson said that 
Newton as a city has a good pub- 
lic health program, first, be- 
cause no politics are involved, and 
second, because capable officers 
have been chosen. Mr. Robertson 
said that the city of Newton con- 
sumes thirty-six thousand quarts 
of milk per day. This amounts to 
eighteen tons of milk. He told in 
detail of the way in which milk is 
gathered, shipped, weighed, and 
processed. According to Mr. Rob- 
ertson, the city of Newton super- 
vises the activities of fifteen milk 
receiving stations. He brought 
with him some apparatus used in 
testing milk and explained some 
of the methods used in detecting 
improper methods of cooling, un- 
sanitary utensils, diseased ani- 
mals, and so on. The microscope 
is used extensively in this connec- 
tion and Mr. Robertson showed 
several enlarged pictures of the 
various microscopic bacteria 
found in milk. His presentation 
was very informative and en- 
lightening. 

Jack Jansc was given a vote of 
thanks for heading up the Janu- 
ary programs and Walley Finlay 
will proceed to take charge of the 
February meetings.

Robinson of Auburndale. former | 
medical missionary in China, re- 
cently returned to this country on I 

h • exchange ship Gripsholm. He I 
was interned at the camp at San- | 
to Tomas, Manila, by the Japa- 
nn-e. 

Dr. Robinson said that when in I 
China just before the outbreak of I 
the war which he saw coming, his I 
first thought was to get back to I 
the U. S. as soon as possible. He I 
got as far as Manila and there I 
the Japs placed him in the intern- 1 
ment cmp. The camp was the I 
Santo Tomas University, an en- 1 
ormous building covering a large I 
area. Desks were placed togeth- 1 
er making beds upon which he 
and some of the other doctors whe 
had volunteered their services 
slept. | 

Americans, Biritsh and other I 
nationals formed committees I 
which governed the camp in a I 
Democratic way. The Red Cross I 
supplied the prisoners with food I 
until the Japs forbade them to dc I 
so. Approximately 35 cents a I 
day was then allowed each per- 1 
son for subsistence. This was I 
later increased to 50 cents a day. [ 
Rice, sweet potatoes, cracked I 
wheat and a vegetable similar tc I 
spinach, were the main items of I 
food. A hospital and a dental I 
clinic was set up in the school of I 
mines the hospital accommodated I 
300 to 900 persons. 

An educational system was dc- 1 
veloped to take care of the 500 1 
children in camp. Schools from I 
kindergarten to the second year [ 
of college were set up. "In fact," I 
said Dr. Robinson.” the prisoners I 
run the camp and knew more I 
about its occupants than the Japs I 
did." There were no radios ini 
camp but news leaked in. If | 
Churchill or Roosevelt made 
speech the prisoners knew all | 
about it in three hours. 

Lumber as obtained in some I 
fashion by some of the prisoners I 
who built themselves shacks ter 
live in.

WITH COLOR

Senator Lodge Resigns 

The important political news of 
the past week was, of course, the 
totally unexpected resignation 
from the United States Senate of 
Senator Henry Cabot Lodge, Jr. 
Apparently, all our major and mi- 
nor statesmen were caught off 
guard. That goes for the press as 
well. The immediate repercus- 
sions were of considerable magni- 
tude. Let’s consider just a few. 

Prior to our Junior Senator’s re- 
tirement, the most interesting top- 
ic for discussion among the pols 
was the immediate political future 
of our Governor. Would he run 
for a fourth term in order to finish 
out the war era, would he wait 
for the Presidential or the Vice- 
Presidential lightning to strike in 
his direction or would he bide his 
time and run for the Walsh seat 
in the U. S. Senate in the fall of 
1946? Or. on the other hand, 
would he retire to private life at 
the close of this year? 

The entire picture has changed 
overnight. Somebody will have 
to fill the Lodge seat at once. Some 
people think that the Governor’s 
hand has now been forced. Others 
believe that he will adopt a rela- 
tively simple course and appoint 
another Newtonian, former Mayor 
Sinclair Weeks, to fill the vacan- 
cy. at least for the time being. 
That, incidentally, is my personal 
opinion, based on absolutely no 
knowledge of what goes on in the 
throne-room or even in the ante- 
chamber. Furthermore, the ap- 
pointment of Weeks would accom- 
plish a number of things, all at 
one stroke, especially if Weeks 
should announce that he was ac- 
cepting this important gost ONLY 
for the period prior to the coming 
state election, when 'he people 
will be called upon to elect a man 
to serve the remaining four voars 
f ' r * h° Lndf»e term Firs' of all, 
nppoin men' would o|"oo a 
s’ rone- and sound man in the Sen- 
e’ " Secondly, it would please the 

nv>ny thousand of Voters who IvVC 

believed ever since 1936, that Sin- 
clair Weeks was the logical man 
for Massachusetts to send down 
to Washington. Third., it would 
give our Governor ample time to 
turn around to make his own vi- 
tally important decision concern- 
ing his own future in the public 
service. 

Now, I appreciate that the above 
may sound exceedingly foolish IF 
Governor Saltonstall appoints, as 
he possibly might before this col- 
umn appears in print, some o' her 
man to fill the vacancy. Accord- 
ing to the Boston papers, the 
names which have been advanced 
include those of Lt. -Governor Ca- 
hill, Congresswoman Rogers of 
Lowell, Congressman Herter of 
our own district, John W. Haigis 
of Greenfield, a former St-* to 
Treasurer, and George F. Booth, 
the Worcester publisher. None of 
these men or women are going to 
l)e very anxious to accept a pure- 
ly temporary appointment IF they 
are told that the Governor him- 
self desires to run for this office 
nex: fall. As I view the matter. 
Messrs. Haigis and Booth might 
he exceedingly interested jf the po- 
sition was permanent, instead of 
for a few months. The two mem- 
bers of Congress probably feel the 
same way. Mrs. Rogers is a' the 
peak of her career and Mr. Herter 
has only just started, but he has 
made a most auspicious s ari. If 
either moves up. even for a few 
months, it might unsettle their 
districts and get sundry ambitious 
office-seekers eXfcitod. As for Mr. 
Cahill, he has made it quite clear 
that he wants to be Governor. A 
number of people have fried to 
push him one side and get a judi- 
cial appointment for him. Un- 
doubtedly. the Governor could 
eventually find a suitable place for 
him. 

Finally, we have, of course, the 
bare possibility that the Governor 
might resign and be succeeded by 
Lt. -Governor Cahill, who would 
thereupon appoint his former chief 
to the Lodge vacancy. Knowing 
the Governor ns I do, I doubt very 
much the likelihood of such a 
move. lie is a stickler for form 
and he always leans over backward 
to perform his duly. He doubt- 
less considers it his duty now to 
stay in office until the end of his 
term. The fact that a Boston pa* 
per with strong Democratic lenn-

Newton Chapter Number 12, 
War Parents of America, will be 
instituted on Friday evening, 
February 11th, at the Newton Y. 
M. C. A. The necessary nucleus 
of ten members met last Wednes- 
day evening and voted unanimous- 
ly to issue a call to a larger num- 
ber and to elect temporary offi- 
cers and form a chapter this week 
for which a minimum of 25 fath- 
ers and mothers with children in 
the armed forces is necessary. 
Biggest opportunity anywhere in 
'.he Commonwealth presents it- 
self in Newton with some 8,000 
men and women in the service and 
with the assurance given many 
months ago that His Excellency 
Governor Levcrett Saltonstall 
would become a member of War 
Parents "when and if a chapter 
was started in his home city." 

Governor Saltonstall made one 
of the main addresses on the an- 
niversary of the declaration of war 
on Japan and Germany on Bos- 
ton Common on December 8th 
and assured a large gathering of 
war parents that the State would 
do its full share for their sons and 
dughters, during and after the 
war. When War Parents had only 
a few chapters, less than 500 
members, Governor Saltonstall 
expressed himself in the follow- 
ing words, "What, I have read 
about War Parents of America 
pleases me very much. Our com- 
munities are the backbone of our 
nation and to have this neighbor- 
ly spirit come to life in such a 
purposeful way is an inspiring de- 
velopment. I wish you continued 
success." 

On December 8th 123 families 
with five or more in the service 
received certificates of recogni- 
tion in the presence of the Gov- 
ernor as the national service flag, 
soon to fly in every state capital 
and eventually in the national cap- 
ital, was unfurled over historic 
Boston Common. 

On Friday evening Temporary 
President and Mrs. Angus Mac- 
Lean of 24 Channing st., Newton, 
will receive an honor certificate 
and family honor roll, from Pres- 
ident Roy L. McQuillan, founder of 
the movement. The MacLean’s 
have two sons and two daughters 
in the service. The daughters are 
Mabel Marcella, named after her 
mother, and Margaret June, both 
of whom are in the WACS. The 
sons are John Angus, named af 
ter their dad and Malcolm Doug- 
las. The father is business agent 
of the Carpenters’ District Coun- 
cil, which includes Newton, Wal- 
tham, Watertown and several oth 
er communities. 

There are many other parents 
in Newton who are entitled to the 
"Certificate of Honor" which is 
given out officially through the 
chapters. War Parents also has 
a distinctive form of recognition 
for Gold Star Parents and, if ac- 
ceptable to them such parents are 
made honorary life members with 
full voting rights. While dues are 
merely n -minal in all cases, even 
these sm ill sums are by national 
by-laws not to be collected from 
gold star parents. There is also a

peace; to care for the victims of 
the war; to provide jobs and pros- 
perity !i r all when the war is

I Ob per cent Americanism that 
will give every man the rights 
assured him under the constitu- 
tion regardless of race or color.

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Are Yon A Grumbler? 


This is an editorial about grum- 
blers: the folks who. war or no 
war, shortage of labor or no short- 
age, scarcity of commodities or 
no scarcity, want immediate and 
exact services all the way down 
the line. You hear them complain- 
ing when they have to wait five or 
ten minuses for luncheon service in 
tea rooms and drug stores, you sec 
them flouncingjiut of places which 
haven’t the exact merchandise 
they want but only a similar sub- 
stitute, you notice their glares at 
the awkardness of young clerks 
unaccustomed to their new jobs, 
you hear their impatient tapping 
while they wait at store counters 
for hard-pressed salesgirls to fill 
the needs of twice as many cus- 
tomers as normal conditions 
would require of her. 

Many grumblers are themselves 
hard-pressed for proper help, for 
adequate supplies, for sufficient 
time, in their own business, or 
their wartime activities. All re- 
gard themselves as patriotic, and 
are grumblers only through 
thoughtlessness. A minute's re- 
flection must make them realize 


that the business management of 
all the places which have caused 
them some annoyance, would 
much prefer that service be swift 
and skilful in their establishments, 
that they have all the merchandise 
asked for, that there should be 
no delays, no disappointments of 
any kind. Certainly the manage- 
ments wish it, for sound business 
reasons. But every store manager 
or owner today is handicapped by 
war conditions that are beyond 
his control. He is doing his ut- 
most to mitigate their effect, for 
survival sake, and surely it is not 
too much for him to expect that 
the public understand and make 
allowances in these difficult war 
days. A little graciousness is all 
that business managements ask of 
the public. They are in no position 
to ask it publicly. But we can 
ask it for them. Let's have no 
grumbling. Let’s be pleasant in 
the face of delayed service, awk- 
ward service, shortages. Let’s be 
willing to accept substitutes, 
grateful that they are still avail- 
able to us. Let’s do away with 
all grumbling for the duration.

The Commonplace Things 


From all comers of the earth 
come letters from our boys on the 
lighting fronts. Brave, optimistic 
letters they are for the most part, 
revealing high morale and a fierce 
determination to get the job over 
with as soon as possible. They 
vary in content, but the spirit, the 
resolution, is there in them all. 
But even more pronounced is one 
striking similarity: when they 
speak of home, or homesickness, 
it is the little things they miss, 
the little things that most of us 
hack home take for granted. It is 
psychologically true that often it 
is only after we lose something 
that we learn its value. It is 
unfortunate that this is so, be- 
cause an appreciation of many of 
the simple everyday things we 
have has the power to lighten our 
days and refresh our spirits. 

Perhaps in reprinting the letter 
written recently by a South 
Orange boy to his parents, we can 
help a little to shatter r'v-inla- 
cency, to awaken a j r vful I 
awareness of the precious little) 
things that are our daily lot. al- j 
most without effort. More elo- 
quent than any lecture, more 
moving than any sermon, we feel, 
are the simple words set down by 
Sergt. Robert H. Johnston of the 
Second Service Group.

Not that I didn’t appreciate all 
Godly gifts while I had them — for 
I did. But I realize now how 
taken for granted they were. 

“I could give you a lecture now 
on how to enjoy all the common- 
place things of life.

Today, the modern counter- 
part of it is almost exclusively 
limiicd to the tranaction of the 
official business of the towns, the 
meetings of official bodies, at 
which citizens must limit their re- 
marks to the business at hand, and 
speak very briefly, in order for the 
extensive city business to proceed 
smoothly. 

There <• rinot be, of course, ir- 
relevant discussions, interesting 
rs they might he. There is no 
opportunit y for the exchange of 
views which the old Town Hall 
fathered. In the place of those 
old publm forums, are a myriad 
of organiA-t ions, each meeting to 
advance tli ■■ interests of and pro- 
vide inform 1 1 ion about a special- 
ized subji < ; Each serves a fine 
and useful purpose, but none pro- 
vide tlv opportunity for the ex- 
pression of manifold opinions on

Town Hall days. 

Today, there exists only one 
avenue of expression and fulfills 
to some degree the same purpose, 
and that is the Forum which ap- 
pears in every newspaper, usually 
on the editorial page. In the Let- 
ters to the Editor department, 
which newspapers hold open to all 
readers, the opportunity is afford- 
ed for free expression of individ- 
ual opinions on any and all sub- 
jects.

Lions Club 


The Newton Lions Club heard 
an interesting address by Ray- 
mond C. Baker, Executive Vice 
President of thc Mutual Fire In- 
surance Association of Now Eng- 
land at their weekly meeting held 
at the “Y.” Mr. Baker, who was 
introduced by Ralph S. E. San- 
guinetti, Chairman of the Pro- 
gram Committee, told some anec- 
dotes of Abraham Lincoln, whose 
high ideals and love of honesty 
should ever be kept in mind, es- 
pecially so during these days when 
we are prone to make compro- 
mises, asserted the speaker in in- 
troducing his subject “Tomorrow’s 
Business Targets.” Speaking of 
present-day problems, he told of 
the way in which industry has 
fully gotten behind the war effort 
and of the tremendous part that 
the insurance companies and their 
employees have played in financ- 
ing the war through their large 
purchases of War Bonds. He ci- 
ted. too, the fine job that safety 
engineers have done as their con- 
tribution to reducing fire losses 
which also have played an impor- 
tant role in keeping up production. 

With this background, Mr. Ba- 
ker then told of the problems 
which lie ahead and urged that se- 
rious thought be given now to the 
many questions which will arise 
and which even now are appearing 
as men are demobilized. New 
England, alone, he asserted, is now 
receiving more than 200 discharged 
soldiers each day. While the U. S. 
Employment Service is now plac- 
ing many of these men, Mr. Ba- 
ker said, that there is going to 
come a time when the demobilized 
soldier is going to collide head-on 
with a slackening labor market 
and this is the point where indus- 
trial planning must start. He also 
warned of the problems during the 
reconversion period and suggested 
that the Lions Clubs and other 
Service Clubs could and should 
take a leading part in all postwar 
planning — and now is the time to 
begin.

Rotary Club 

In the absence of President 
Herb McGill, Vice President Or- 
ville Clapper presided at last Mon- 
day’s Rotary meeting. 

The speaker, Gaylord W. Doug- 
lass, was introduced by Frank 
Clark. Mr. Douglass is secretary 
of Mount Hermon School Alumni, 
and was formerly principal of Wil- 
braham Academy. His subject, 
“Lincoln, the Man of God,” was 
timely and interesting. 

The speaker said that Lincoln 
appeared in 1861 when the coun- 
try was experiencing its most 
critical years. For 20 years pre- 
vious there had been a succession 
of weak presidents, and the seces- 
sion of seven states then occurred 
between Lincoln’s election and his 
inauguration. The country needed 
a man to lead it, and Lincoln, the 
speaker pointed out, was that 
God-sent, God-trained man. In 
1860 the Chicago Tribune said of 
him, “He has ability, firmness, 
honesty and patriotism.” 

Lincoln’s total schooling 
amounted to less than six months, 
but ho did attend three schools 
that gave him an outlook on men 
and problems: 1, The School of 
Poverty — born in a cabin, he 
didn’t have a dollar of his own or 
a decent suit of clothes until he 
was 21. In some people this con- 
dition might develop an inferiority 
complex but in Lincoln it stirred 
ambition. 2, The School of Hard 
Work, he worked hard and devel- 
oped strength, health and sinew 
which carried him through during 
his life. 3, The School of Experi- 
ence, he was a farmer, clerk, sur- 
veyor, soldier, postmaster, lawyer, 
state legislator and Member of 
Congress. 

“Lirfcoln," the speaker said, 
“was a God-fearing man and a man 
of prayer and was never ashamed 
or apologetic for his faith in God.” 
In all his writings there has never 
boon found a misspelled word, and 
when he spoke to the common 
people they understood him. Near- 
ly all his utterancess contained ref- 
erences to God and the Bible. He 
acquired his great command of the 
English language from the King 
James version of the Bible which 
he had read and re-read from be- 
gining to end. 

The last bill Lincoln signed as 
president was to have placed on 
U. S. coins the four words. “In 
God We Trust.” 

Mr. Douglass is a Wesleyan Uni- 
versity classmate of Frank .Clark, 
who introduced him.

Urges Return Of 
All Bottles 


With millions of bottles being 
shipped to American fighters over- 
seas, it is essential to keep all de- 
posit bottles in action on the 
home front. 

Leaders of industry in New 
England made that statement re- 
cently, coincident with the an- 
nouncement of a nation-wide cam- 
paign to get some 500,000,000 
“slacker” deposit bottles out of 
hiding into circulation. 

It is estimated 25,000,000 of 
these “slacker” bottles — bottles 
that could be re-used, such as 
milk, carbonated beverage and 
beer — are in the New England 
area. All such bottles should be 
returned to local dealers. 

The campaign, indorsed by the 
War Production Board, was deci- 
ded on following an announcement 
by the Quartermaster Corps that 
152,000,000 bottles of carbonated 
beverages will be shipped over- 
seas by the Army in 1944, and 
those bottles will not come back 
for civilian use. 

Every deposit bottle which is 
kept in action on the home front, 
making quick trips from store to 
! home and back again, releases 
another bottle for action with our 
j fighters overseas. 

| Glass companies, the Quarter- 
master Corps of the U. S. Army 
| estimates, will export approxi- 
mately a million gross bottles for 
insect repellents and water puri- 
fying tablets this year. Glass is 
! also needed for electronics and 
| x-ray tubes, insulating materials 
and other products for the Army 
and Navy. 

Therefore, sponsors of the bottle 
“round-up” say, the need for con- 
I serving thc civilian supply of re- 
- usable bottles is urgent.

IU Y ANOTHER WAR BOND! 



From time to time it has been 
called to our attention that we 
have in our midst a substantial 
number of rather famous people, 
men and women, who live so 
quietly and unobtrusively that 
many of us are not aware that 
they live and vote in the Garden 
City. Accordingly, we have de- 
cided to make an investigation and 
to report back to our readers. Al- 
■ ready, without doing more than 
scratch the surface, we have un- 
! earthed nearly seventy-five people 
| who are entitled to honorable 
j mention in 1 this space. There is 
i no question in our minds but that 
we shall uncover at least two hun- 
' dred colorful and prominent citi- 
) zens who have been hiding their 
light under a bushel, at least so 
far as Newton is concerned. 

As a starter this week we are 
taking two important residents of 
Newtonville, Messrs Charles Jay 
Connick and Neal (Russell) 
O’Hara. 

Mr. Charles Jay Connick. list- 
ed in “Who's Who in Massachu- 
setts” as a master craftsman in 
stained glass resides at 70 Hull 
st., Newtonville. He was born in 
Springboro, Pa., Sept. 27, 1875, 
educated in the public schools 
and went to night classes in life 
drawing in Pittsburg from 1895- 
1900. He then became a student 
at the Boston Art Club and the 
Copley Society for a number of 
years after which he traveled ex- 
tensively in England, France, 
Germany and Spain, studying and 
researching in connection with old 
glass. In 1932 he got his M. F. 
A. at Princeton and in 1938 his 
A. F. D. at Boston University. In 
July. 1920, he married Miss Mabel 
R. Coombs of Colrain, Mass. 

After doing considerable design- 
ing in Pittsburg, New York, and 
Boston from 1895-1911 he founded 
a studio and workshop in 1913 
and became President and Treas- 
urer of Charles J. Connick, Inc., 
in the same year. In the late thir- 
ties he served as a member of 
the Boston Chamber of Commerce 
committee on Industrial and Civic 
Art. He has been president of the 
Arts and Crafts Society and Pres- 
ident of the American Stained 
Glass Association. He is a Fel- 
low of the American Academy of 
Arts and Sciences. These are 
but a few of his honors. In addi- 
tion to his outstanding work in 
stained glass, in which he is with- 
out a peer, he has done quite a bit 
of writing on the same subject. 
Among the awards which he has 
received are a gold medal at the 
San Francisco Exposition in 1915, 
the Logan medal in Chicago in 
1917-1921, the Arts and Crafts 
medal in Boston in 1920 and The 
American Institute of Architects 
craftsmanship medal in 1925. 

Of particular interest is the fol- 
lowing list of important windows 
designed and made by Mr. Con- 
nick: Jessie Woodrow Sayre Me- 
morial Chapel Reformatory for 
Women in Framingham, Emmanu- 
el Church in Boston, All Saints’ 
Church in Brookline, Western 
Windows, including the great rose, 
nave windows in Arts and Educa- 
tion Bays and windows in St. 
Martin’s Chapel, Cathedral St. 
J^hn the Divine in New York, East 
window devoted to "Christian 1 
Brotherhood,” and four great choir 
windows, symbolizing Dante’s Di- 
vine Comedy, Bunyan’s Pilgrim 
Progress. Milton’s Paradise Lost, 
and Malory’s Morte d’ Arthur, in 
Princeton University Chapel, 
Princeion, N. J., all the windows' 
in University of Pittsburg Chapel 
and nearby Stephen Foster Shrine 
in Pittsburg and quite a few oth- 
ers of some note. Of particular in- 
terest to Newtonians, of course, 
is the fact that some of Mr. Con- 
nick’s excellent work may be seen 
in the Church of the New Jeru- 
salem on Highland ave., Newton- 
ville. 

Mr. Neal (Russell) O’Hara, the 
nationally-known columnist, lives 
at 27 Grove Hill Park, Newton- 
ville. This distinguished gentle- 
man, who refers with some little 
delicacy to his age in his Take It 
From Me daily column in the Bos- 
ton Traveler, was, as a matter of ’ 
fact, born a mere fifty years ago, ! 
on June 19, 1893, in Middleboro, • 
Mass. He received his AB. from 
Harvard University in 1915 and 
married Miss Marion Leonard of 
Abington on October 4, 1919. The 
O’Haras have two children, Joan 
and Neal Russell. 

Neal O’Hara became a sports 
writer for the Boston Post in 1913 
and stayed with that paper four 
years. From 1919-1931 he was a 
columnist for the New York Eve- 
ning World. The gap between 
1917 and 1919 was devoted to ser- 
vice in World War I, in which he 
was one of those famous "shave- 
tails” (Second Lieutenants). 
According to his own confession, 
he was “intermittently" employed 
as scenario writer in Hollywood, 
1927-1928 and in 1931. From 1931 
up to tho present moment he has 
authored the famous daily Take It 
From Me column for the McNaugh 
Syndicate, Inc. This column has 
travelled nil over the world dur- 
ing the current war and has been 
a great boon to servicemen. One 
of the interesting by-products has 
been the prompt action taken by 
ayiny of i s readers whenever an 
importai 1 in or crlt iclsm 
has been made. If the author 
j cannot seem to locate the right 
kind of tooth-paste or a satisfac- 
tory pair of rubbers, all lie has to 
I do is to announce the sad .story in 
I his column.

This form properly filled out will 
admit to the test students between 
the ages of 17 and 21 inclusive 
who are high school graduates or 
who will be graduated by July 1, 
1944. Intent to take the test 
should be made known immediate- 
ly to the High School authorities 
in order that the necessary test 
supplies may be ordered. 

The same examination will be 
taken by both Army and Navy 
candidates. The examination is de- 
signed to test the aptitude and 
general knowledge required for 
the program of college training 
and all qualified students are urged 
to take the test. At the time of the 
test each candidate will be given 
a choice of service preference, but 
taking the test does not obligate 
the candidate to enlist in the serv- 
ice. 

The Army Specialized Training 
Program is aimed to meet the Ar- 
my’s needs for specialists and 
technicians in certain critical 
fields of study. Academic work 
is at the college level at govern- 
ment expense. 

The Navy College Program also 
enables students to continue aca- 
demic training at government ex- 1 
pense. Successful completion of the 
prescribed courses may, following 
further officer training, lead to a 
commission in the Navy. 


(WANNING UNITARIAN 
CHURCH 

Because of the spread of ru- 
mors, gossip and completely un- 
true statements about the affairs 
of Channing Church at Newton 
Corner, the Channing Religious 
Society feels it necessary to make 
a public statement to correct the 
unwarranted and unauthorized re- 
ports as circulated and printed 
recently in local and Boston news- 
papers. Such reports erroneously 
referred to the dissolution of the 
Society and the winding up of the 
affairs of the church.

Don’t Ask S.S. 
Board For 43 Wages 


Don’t ask your Social Security 
Board field office for a statement 
of your 1943 earnings for income 
tax purposes, James T. Phelan, 
Manager of the Cambridge field 
office requested recently. 

The Social Security Board can- 
not help you because your em- 
ployer’s tax return will not have 
reached the Board in time to per- 
mit it to make available a state- 
ment of your annual earnings for 
income tax returns. 

Manager Phelan said that each 
year, "come income tax time," 
hundreds of Newton residents re- 
quest statements of their annual 
earnings for use in making out 
income tax returns, because they 
know that the Social Security 
Board keeps careful records of 
wages paid to workers in jobs cov- 
ered by the old-age and survivors 
insurance system. It is on the 
basis of these records that bene- 
fits are calculated for the insured 
worker of his family. 

Wages paid during the last 
three months of 1943 will be re- 
ported to the Collectors of Internal 
Revenue during January, Mr. 
Phelan said. During February and 
March these reports will be for- 
warded to the Baltimore offices of 
the Bureau of Old-Age and Sur- 
vivors Insurance. There the wage 
amounts will be recorded in the 
social security account maintained 
for each individual worker. This 
will not be completed until the end 
of June. 

"More than 600,000 wage items 
are received each day in the Ac- 
counting Offices of the Social Se- 
curity Board,” Mr. Phelan said, 
"so it is understandable why it 
will take until June 30 before the 
wages received during 1943 by the 
47,000,000 persons who worked 
last year in jobs covered by old- 
age and survivors insurance are 
totalled for each individual. We 
are sorry — but when it comes to 
income tax returns, the Social Se- 
curity Board cannot be of help.” 


Home Front News

In another three weeks,, Massa- 
chusetts residents, along with the 
rest of the nation, will be intro- 
duced to the OPA’s new program 
of shopping with ration tokens. 

The tokens, made of vulcanized 
fiber and slightly smaller than a 
dime, come into circulation on and 
after Sunday, Feb. 27. Consum- 
ers will first receive them in the 
form of "change" after making 
purchases of meats and fats with 
red stamps, or processed foods 
with blue stamps. The colors of 
the tokens match the stamps with 
which they will be used. 

The important points that all 
consumers should bear in mind 
when they switch to the new plan 
is that changes will be made in 
the value and validity periods of 
all food ration stamps. After 
Feb. 27, red and blue stamps will 
be worth 10 points each, regard- 
less of the numbers printed on 
them. Tokens, worth one point 
each, will be given in change 
whenever a transaction requires 
"change." 

The saving in time, trouble and 
expense to the nation's 600,000 
storekeepers is estimated at three 
million dollars a month. Further- 
more, the new rationing plan will 
make a ration book last nearly 
two and a half times as long.

The city of Newton ended the 
past year with a surplus of $1,- 
461,784, the largest in the city’s 
history, according to the nnnual 
statement of expenditures issued 
by Comptroller of Accounts Dan- 
iel A. White. 

The total suplus consists of 
$1,297,547 in the general surplus 
account and $164,237 in the Wat- 
er Department excess and defi- 
ciency account. 

At the end of 1942, the general 
surplus was $997,299 and the Wa- 
ter excess and deficiency account 
was $185,838, for a total of $1,- 
188,137. The total surplus at the 
end of 1943 was thus nearly $300,- 
000 greater than that of the pre- 
ceding year.

Couldn’t Spend Money 

A far nr in the impreccnd nled 
surplus this year was the fact thal 
a larger sum than ever before was 
returned to the city treasury at 
the end of the year 1943 by the 
city departments. The shortages 
of manpower and the fact that 
many supplies wore unavailable 
prevented the departments from 
filling many vacancies and fully 
carrying out many projects plann- 
ed. The total returned to the city 
treasury at the end of last yea 
was $307,892, compared with 
$241,398 at the end of 1942. 

The Welfare Department turned 
back the largest amount, $58,995. 
The School Department was sec- 
ond with $51,463 and Ihe Street 
Department was third with $46,- 
000. The Police Department was a 
close fourth with $40,482.

SNOW GADGET 

The snowstorm gave the city of 
Newton an opportunity to experi- 
ment with a gadget, which, if 
successful, will revolutionize the 
snow removal industry.

It will be a live demonstration 
of Cubbing and Scouting — showing 
w*hat the boys go through learn- 
ing the Scouting Program. 12,000 
tickets at ten cents each are 
available for sale and the pro- 
ceeds will be used by the groups 
selling them. 

Scoutmaster Jim Blackall was 
ihen introduced. He spoke of his 
gratitude in seeing so many par- 
ents present; that through such 
cooperation a scoutmaster is in- 
spired to carry on; and that he 
considered that the parents and 
the scoutleaders were all partners 
in the business of making men of 
the boys now in this roop- boys 
who will be men in the world of 
tomorrow! He said every effort 
was being made to move up the 
boys in the lower classes and 
hoped the parents would offer the 
needed urging to accomplish this 
aim. Ho then announced that the 
winners of the Patrol Con’est for 
the First half of the year were the 
Panther Patrol which is composed 
of the folowing boys: Freddie 
Knight, Patrol Leader; Alan New- 
ton, Ass’t Patrol Leader; John 
Cummings, Seth Newton and Da- 
vid Brown — who were presented 
Pack Boards. Mr. Blaisdell told 
of the greetings received from Jo- 
seph P. Jamieson. President of the 
Council, expressing his regret at 
not being able to attend the din- 
ner. A hearty applause was given 
to Tony DeStafino, who has for 
many years been in charge of the 
Newton Centre Playground, and a 
good friend of Troop 5. 

Mr. Fawcett spoke on "Boy 
Scouts in a World at War" and 
delivered a splendid and inspiring 
message. He stated that he found 
good scouts wherever there was 
good leadership, good committee 
and parent backing. In every 
group of scouts there is the poten- 
tiality of greatness; the potential- 
iy to be big and fine and great. In 
every way we try through 
Scouting to help the boy to do 
things with more self-reliance, 
with better spirit, and with finer 
ideals. Scouts have collected mil- 
lions of pounds of metal and rub- 
ber and paper; they have been 
recognized as "official couriers” 
and have done an outstanding job 
for the Office of Civilian Defense. 
Over a hundred million boy hours 
have been given by Boy Scouts 
last summer working aside and in 
the place of men so that America 
might have more to eat. Seven- 
teen hundred boys helped to har- 
vest apples and potatoes, in New 
England, helped to harvest corn 
and cotton, tobacco and fruit for 
130 million Americans! Over 27 
per cent of the boys in the serv- 
ices have had Scout training; of 
the 7,000 Sea Scouts-- four thou- 
sand Scouts hold commissions; and 
69 per cent of the boys who have 
been decorated were at one time 
Scouts. 

Mr. Fawcett mentioned some of 
tiu> extraordinary achievements of 
Scouts in time of War and spoke 
particularly about one of the first 
boys to become an Eagle Scout af- 
ter having started as a Cub Scout. 
Although member of Troop 20 his 
father has for many years been 
associated with Troop 5 as a mem- 
ber of the Troop Committee. The 
lad born in 1922, became an Ea- 
gle Scout at 15; graduated from 
the Naval Academy in 1939 among 
the first four and sank the first 
Jap Submarine sunk during this 
War. He received five decorations 
and became in time Lieut. Senior 
Grade. After a brief visit to his 
home he was placed second in 
command of a Submarine and re- 
ceived orders from Australia to 
attack a convoy of 33 ships. He

Mayor Approves 
Salary Increases 
In City Clerk Dept. 

An increase in the appropria- 
tion for salaries of members of the 
staff of the City Clerk’s depart- 
ment has been approved by May- 
or Paul M. Goddard, although not 
to the extent recommended by the 
department in its estimate for the 
year. 

The department last year ex- 
pended $6,906 for salaries of 
Clerks and had requested for this 
year the sum of $8,880. The may- 
or has cut this sum to $8580. The 
sum of $2,308 was spent last year 
by the department for the Board 
of Registrars of Voters, and this 
year the request is for $4,150 
which the mayor had cut to $4,052. 

The sum of $8,500 requested for 
election expenses was approved by 
the mayor, as the presidential 
election and two primary elections 
will occur this year. Last year 
with only the city election the 
election expenses were $3,188.

The committee for post-war de- 
velopment, Retail Trade Board 
of the Newton Chamber of Com- 
merce has mailed questionnaires 
to all retailers in the city calling 
for estimates of improvements 
planned, employment prospects 
etc. in order that a survey may 
be made of retail trade develop- 
ment prospects after the War. 

A letter signed by Roy S. Ed- 
wards, chairman, accompanying 
the questionnaire reads as fol- 
lows: 

“Predictions of serious students 
of post-war business indicate that 
following the war those engaged 
in retail distribution of goods and 
services must be ready to handle 
25 to 50 per cent more business 
than in any previous year. 

“With this letter is a simple 
form, one copy of which we ask 
you to return. ... It is of great- 
est importance to make the esti- 
mate, not only because it will help 
us to obtain a composite picture i 
of future employment opportuni- 
ties for our community, but be- 
cause it will also represent a basic 
guide for your own future plan- 
ning. 

"Neither the figures you sup- 
ply nor those of any other indi- 
vidual or company will be di- 
vulged.’’ 

The questionnaire reads as fol- 
lows :

A small box in a sunny window 
will give the seeds of a few favorite 
varieties of Victory Garden vege- 
tables several weeks’ head-start 
this spring. 

If you have no cold frame or hot- 
bed, yet do not want to be limited 
to the selection of plants usually in 
the market, the seed box offers a 
way to grow your own. 

The name “flat' 1 is usually ap- 
plied to the seed box. It may be of 
any convenient size, from a cigar 
box to tlie standard florist’s flat, 
which is usually 14 by 20 inches, 4 
inches deep. Holes may bo bored 
in the bottom of the box to assist 
drainage, though if the boxes are 
not watertight, excess water has no 
difficulty irt escaping through the 
cracks. A cigar box should be 
reinforced by wire to keep it from 
falling apart. 

Soil used in a seed box should al- 
ways be put through u sieve. The 
coarse soil may be used in the bot- 
tom, the fine on top. Flou t ' pot- 
ting soil is the bi : t. or u fine gar- 
den loom, about half sand. 

Seed may be broadcast one va- 
riety to a flat; or sown in rows, 
which allows several varieties to be 
grown in ti 1 •• b< >:. ca< h i .. 

being labeled, llie broadcast meth-

Seeds which are broadcast are 
usually less crowded than those in 
rows. If you sow in rows, use the 


edge of a ruler to make shallow 
indentations in the soil; sow thinly, 
cover lightly, and firm the soil with 
a block of wood. 

By lowering the box in a tub of 
water, the soil may now be thor- 
oughly soaked without danger of 
washing the seeds from their 
places. A wet blanket of newspa- 
per may be placed over the soil to 
keep it from drying, and the box set 
in a warm, dark place until the 
seeds sprout. 

Immediately sprouts appear re- 
move this blanket, and place the 
box in file sunniest window you 
own. A kitchen window is good, be- 
cause humidity is always greater 
there. If a pane of glass is kept 
over the box at night, moisture 
will be conserved; but always lift 
an edge of this cover during the 
I day, for ventilation; wipe off mois- 
I lure which condenses on it, and re- 
1 move it entirely when the plants 
i grow high enough to touch it.

Look At “Look” 

Here's a tip. Read the March 7 
issue of “Look" There is more in- 
tensely interesting political data, 
comment and analysis than I have 
noted in n single issue of any mag- 
azine for over a year. Let me give 
you just a few tid-bits. 

The cover shows Gov. Dewey of 
New York, whose record and po- 
tentialities for the Presidency are 
discussed in lively fashion by Don 
Wharton. Then there is a fas- 
cinating illustrated article about 
that intriguing West coast Gover- 
nor, Earl Warren of California. 
Gov. Warren and our own Gover- 
nor Saltonstall continue to be 
widely mentioned as perfect can- 
didates for the Vice-Presidency, 
unless, perchance, they should be 
catapaultcd even higher. Especial- 
ly interesting is the double-page 
spread of photos showing all 48 
Governors and giving their ages, 
political party and business con- 
nections. Just as an aside, I 
might state that there are a num- 
ber of Governors who would run 
last in a beauty contest. Some, 
to be perfectly frank, look almost 
like men you would be afraid to 
meet on a dark night. On the 
whole, however, they are men 
of obvious character and rather 
younger than one might expect. 
Nine Governors are in their for- 
ties, ten are in their fities, five in 
their sixties, one (Gov. Edge of 
New Jersey) is seventy and one 
(Gov. Goodland of Wisconsin) is 
just eighty. Governor Saltonstall 
is 51 years old. That’s about the 
average of the entire group.

The Ely C andidacy 

Former Governor Joseph B. Ely 
of Westfield keeps bobbing up in 
the news from time to time. Right 
now he is in the limelight as a 
candidate for the Democratic 
nomination for President. All 
the politicians are watching de- 
velopments closely and wonder- 
in grhow strong a slate of pledged- 
to-Ely delegates will be assembled 
throughout the state. Theoreti- 
cally, all this is of no consequence 
to Republicans. However ex-Gov- 
1 ornor Ely is a fine man, a strong 
man and commands the respect of 
hundred of thousands of voters 
all over the state. As a matter 
of fact, it is possible that he owed 
his first election as Governor to 
t hose independent Republicans 
' who were indifferent to the late 
William S. Youngman and put 
; 'heir crosses opposite the name of 
Ely. 

There is another angle to this 
Ely boom. It provides an excel- 
lent opportunity for anti-New 
\ Dealers and others who dislike 
Mr. Roosevelt’s domestic policies 
to get together and register their 
protests. It would not surprise 
many of us to have the Ely slate 
run quite well in most Congres- 
sional districts, it is barely pos- 
sible that Ely may walk off with 
1 a majority of the state delegation. 
That needless to say, would heurt- 
j on the anti-administration 
forces in other states. 

| Now, how about that much- 
' discussed fourth term for FDR? 
j Despite the threat of a Jefferson- 
ican ticket placed in the field by 
stubborn Democrats, it does not 
appear to this commentator that 
the President has too much to 
worry about UNTIL the actual 
election. At that point his diffi- 
culty will be the turning back of 
his Republican opponent rather 
than a possible third party ticket. 
It is my considered opinion today 
that Mr. Roosevelt is heading for 
serious trouble this Fall, regard- 
less of what happens to the sol- 
dier vote. Incidentally, I am one 
of those who surmise that the sol- 
diers will vote about as they would 
if they were back home. In oth- 
er words, they will register their 
profound disgust over war-time 
strikes, labor coddling, Madame 
Perkins, Harold Ickes, rationing 
muddling and all the rest. 

Finally, think over this possi- 
bility. Mr. Roosevelt may not be 
given the green light by his medi- 
cal advisers. Even if he does get 
it at the crucial time next June, 
who knows what his political 
soothsayers will tell him to do? 
Felix Frankfurter, Judge Rose- 
man et als, muy tell him that he 
will be going to the wall one time 
too many. He may decide to call 
it a day. Who knows?

Assets Increased 
During Last Year 

Despite war claims amounting 
to $1,971,331 and heightened man- 
power problems due to the fact 
that 1700 members of the com- 
pany have entered the armed serv- 
ices, the John Hancock Mutual 
Life Insurance Company showed 
its greatest progress in 1943. 
President Guy W. Cox, at the pol- 
icyholders’ 81st annual meeting 
held in Boston, February 14, an- 
nounced that the increase in John 
Hancock’s assets during the year 
was $153,420,344, the highest rec- 
ord, while the increase in insur-| 
ance in force, also the highest rec-| 
ord, was $602,365,209.
